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Continuation of 1 3. Other: The evidence requested by applicants is noted in US Patent 5,564,01 1 (Yammine et al.). Column 5, lines 1 5- 
30, 40-45 teaches emulation of a virtual machine, in this instance, the emulation of an Intel 8086 microprocessor. Column 7, lines 17-36 
teaches the user having control over the operation, that's associated with the virtural machine. Within that section, Yammine teaches 
"normal shut" that associated with user having command of the operation. Furthermore, Yammine teaches disabling the environment 
emulator (column 5, lines 33-35), specifically states, "Virtual DOS machine 24 termination occurs when the application running on the 
machine discontinues, or when the user orders its termination." 
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
